79. (New) The system according to claim 78, wherein the rotary pressure swing adsorption 
module comprises a rotary module including a stator and a rotor rotatable relative to the stator, the rotor 
including a plurality of flow paths for receiving adsorbent material therein for preferentially adsorbing a 
first gas component of a hydrogen-containing gas. 

80. (New) The system according to claim 78, wherein the hydrogen gas delivery system 
compnses a reactor for producing a hydrogen gas feed from a hydrocarbon fuel, and the rotary pressure 
swing adsorption module is coupled to the reactor and receives the hydrogen gas feed. 
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
